The issue was thus pre-
sentad to the country by SBenator Wilson—a
man well known in Pennsylvania, and appre-
ciated as upright aud truthful, and presumed
to be familiar with any political topic he
would undertake to treat in a magazine
article.

The issue having been presented by a
gentleman whom the public wonld naturally
incline to credit, Mr. MoClure very properly
met it by counter declarations of a most
startling nature. He does not evade the re.
sponsibility of the issue he has raised. He
doea not insinuate or speculate upon proba-
bilities. He aasumes o speak from porsonal
knowledge, and stakes his persomal reputation
upon the correctness of his allegations, He
makes the issue well knowing that all the
appliances of power would be against
him in prosecuting the inquiry; but he
boldly defies contradiction, and Mr.

Correction bill is another step in the right

direction, by which he atones, in part, for

| past blunders, He deserves oredit for re-
| speoting the remonstrance of Councils, and
| for seeking to maintain the right of the peo-
ple of Philadelphia to regulate their own
affairs, If the Legislature will follow up this
| velo by n repeal of the unwise restriotion
| prohibiting Oouncils from building the pro-
posed edifice on the spot where, above all

| others, it shonld be built, viz., on the lot,
| owned by the city, adjacent to the Moya-
| mensing Prison, this whole subject can be
speedily disposed of in a satisfactory manner,
One of the chief causes of the delay
which has made the public so
impationt is the impossibility of establish-
ing the contemplated institution on the site
pointed ont by considerations of economy,
convenience, and utility, It may seem very
well, in theory, to locate a House of Correc-
tion in a rural district, but there is /1110 proa-
pect that suoh a scheme will l in
practice. Only a few persons, o 4l, oan
be furnished with suitable and usefal agri-
oultural labor on a farm of ordinary dimen-
sions; and the idea of converting the bum-
mers of the town into industrions and skil-
ful farmers is totally fallacious. If they are
ever to be made to work at all, they
must be employed in mechanical or
manufacturing pursuits; and for such
employment the city affords better
facilities than the country. Besides, the
experiment can be tried on the ground adja-
oent to the prison for but a small fraction of
the cost that will inevitably be incurred else-
where, and this is a consideration of great
importance in the present financial condition
of Philadelphia. Tax-payers may well be
alarmed at the prospect of spending several
millions of money fora mew site and new
buildings, when a few hundred thousand dol-
lars judicionaly expended at the point we have
indicated would better serve every important
and useful purposs. They will also have
good reason to regret the adoption of any
policy which ignores the example of other
cities and towns whers Houscvs of Oorreotion
and Employment have proved successful. It
is cells and workshops that are needed, not
fields to be used as the play-grounds of in.
digent loafers.

It 15 A noteworthy fact that during the last
few days the United States bonds of 1881
have commanded more than their face value
in gold. Yesterday they were quoted at from
1174 to 117}, while gold fluctuated betwesn
1164 and 117. 'The oredit of the Government
is thus fully restored on one class of its seou-
rities, and the most skeptical capitalists are
forced to acknowledge the ability and willing-
neas of the American people to redeem their
obligations in sterling coin. The increase in
the gold value of the bonds has been so
gradual that the general public are scarcely
aware that they have now gone above par,
but to all who remember how the national
oredit was for a time decried, and how often
Democratio prophets predicted that the debt
pever would and never could be paid, the
present position of the money market pes-
sesses a deep significance. . The financial
polioy of the National Administration, and the
stern denunciations of every form of repudia-
tion by Congress and the people, are rapidly
producing their legitimate results, and has-
toning the day when greenbacks will be worth
their nominal value in gold, while the Gov-
ernment bonds will rise to as high a premium
as they attained before the war. 'The first
year of Girant's rule is about to close with a
rocord of nearly one hundred millions of
bonds purchased and s sale of sixty-three
millions of gold, and it is not strange that
such a record has completely paralyzed the
dopreointors of the national credit.

THE DUNDAS ESTATE.
CONSIDERANLE Intorest has hean excited by a case
brought up in the Supreme Court yesterday with
remard to whoe adminlatration of the eatate of the Iaie
James Dundas, which unplensantly involyves oertaln
of the execoutors, Mr. Dundas died on the 4th of
July, 1865, and his will, which was dated Maroh 15,
1805, waa proven on the 10th of July, P68, and letters
testamentary were granted to the exeontors named
therein, Joshun Lippincott, BElohard Smetharst, and
James Dundas Lippincott,

On the tth of the following Septombor the exe-
cutors filed an inventory of the personal estate,
whioh was apprajsed st Boo6,405 04, and of the rea!
estate, whioh was apptaised for the oollstaral
inheritance tax at B606,40005, making a total of
$1,099 89010,

The testator gave seversl oash legaciesr amount-
ing to §84.600: an annuity of §10,000 Lo Mr, Joahna
Lippincott, one of the executors; aAnother annulty of
$10,000 to Mri. Agues D. Lippinoott, his wife; two
furms (0 Juones Dundas Lippinoott, anothier of the
exeoutomm, and othor Logneats of books, farnitare,
eto., and directed that the remainder of his estate
should be divided lato forty equnl shares or parts, to
be divided among his nephows and nisces and thelr
chlidren,

One of the most important items in the list of the
real estate of Mr, Dundas wus the fine mansion at
the corner of Broad and Walnut streets, and It (s
with regard to thoe alleged Improper snle of this that
the case now before the Supreme Court (@ ohieny
conoerned, Mr, Joshna Lippincotl, one of the ex-
sontors, and his wife, appear to have determined to
obtain posscasion of this house, and the heirs con-
tend that improper measures were taken to bid it in
at a much lower Ogure than its gotunl valne. The
house and lot were appraisoa st 8110000, aud ware
oxposed for eale at the Philsdelphis Kxchange, on
the 27th of September, 1885, by James A, Freomun,
auctioneer, The sale was advertised as un “execa-
tor's absolute aale,” and the property was knooked
down to Mr. Nalbro Frzler, the highest bldder,
for the sum of  $130,000, Mr. Frazier,
with the consent of the aXeCutors,
transferred the deed to Mra. Lippincott on the 2ith
of October, 1866, and it s nnderstood that he merely
scted as her ngent In muklog the purchase. The
helrs contend that this sale was lHlegal, and they nsk
that it shall be declared vold, or that the diference
between the roal value of the property and the snm
paid for it by Mra, Lippincott be assessed upon it
They charge that on the 10Lh of August Mra, Lippin-
cott applied to the Orphuns’ Court for permission
to purchase, whereas at the time no notice hsd been
given of the iotention of the execulors
to #ell  the  propoerty. It  was firat
brought to the notice of the public by an editorial
article in onc of the pnewspapers nine days after-
wards, and the Arst and only advertisement of the
property sppeared In only one paper bat thirteen
days previous to the sale. No other notice of any
kind appeared (n any of the newspapers, and npon
the property itself the ouly notice of the sale was one
handbill, elghteon Inches long, which was placed be-
Nind @ tvsh in front of the howse. No blll whatever
was pasted upon the house or on the fenoes, No
cards of admlasion were lAsued uutd about three
days before the aale,

The helrs farther contend that in February, 1507,
over two Aundred and fifty thowsand dollars in gold
were offered for the proporty, snd that Mr. Lippincott
said that that amount could not buy it

Theae are tn brief the facts of the case, and they
certainly raroish mmple grounds for the interference
of the court, It I8 nlways considered & point of
honor with executors to avold even a shadow of
sasapicion, by refusing to purchase or to allow their
relativea, if posaible, to purchase property In their
hands; but it s evident that Mr, Lippincott in this
instance did not scrupie to avail himself of his posi-
tion to secure this house and 1ot at much leas than
ita real value, and to prevont the sale from
being advertised in such & manner as wouald attract
the attention of persons disposed to bld upon it
The whole affalr was discreditable in the highest
degree, and we cannot see that there Is mach difer-
ence between abatracting so muoh money from the
estate and selling 1t for the Individual benefit of one
of the executors for about halfl of ita real value, It
18 clear that the ocourt ought to order that the sale
shall be set asido as vold, or that Mr. Lippincott
should be compelled to pay the full value of the pro-
perty, the assesament to be as liberal as possible, If
there 18 any partiality siown In & case of this kKind,
it shiould be In favor of the helrs, and the largest
sum thiat, nnder any roasonable probability, could
be realized by the gale of the property should be
fixed upon a3 the rightful value,
